WASHINGTON, March 27.—The chair laid before 


the penate the memorial of the convention of 
American inventors, in session at Cincinnati, 
protesting agains: the passage of any act injur- 
ious^ to tbe interests of patentees. Vest pre- 
sented a memorial from the legislative assembly 
of Utah, protesting against the passage of meas- 
ure^ now pending before congress or any meas- 
ures} affecting any interest of that territory 
without a full investigation by the congressional 
committee on territories.

A SURPRISE. 


nomination of Sargent to be minister fo 


Russia was a total surprise to most persons at 
the capitol to-day. It was not delivered to the 
senate until after Secretary Frelinghuysen had 
spent an hour or more at the capitol for the 
purpose, it in conjectured, of preparing leading 
members of that body tor its reception. When 


' it was|laid before the senate in the executive 
session, a few questions were rsked and briefly 
answered, to the effect that the transfer, though 
not requested or even suggested by Minister 
Sargent, would doubtless be agreeable to him, 
and would also undoubtedly be productive of 
good results as a matter of national policy, al- 
though in what manner was not stated nor asked. 
The senate thereupon accepting these assurances, 
the members of the foreign relations committee 
confirmed the nomination by u nanimons con- 
sent. ffhere is good reason to beliere that the 
action of the senate was based not only upon 
the belief that 8arg<=nts transfer, which in 
European estimation is diplomatic promotion, 
would be agreeable to him and avert the possi- 
bility of further unpleasantness arising from 
personal hostilities, but alto upon the prevalent 
impression that the position of American minis- 
ter at the court of Berlin will significantly, and 
for an indefinite time be left vacant. Secretary 
Frelinghuysen sent the following telegram to 
Minister Sargent this evening: 


SAEGENT, MINISTEB TO BERLIN— The president 


approves entirply your course in the Lasker 
matter. You have done mthing" but obeyed the 
instructions of this government therein 
The 


president thinking it may be agreeable to yon 
today nominated you as minister to St. Peters- 
burg and your nomination without reference to 
any committee, was immediately aid nnani- 
mouslyt confirmed by the American senate. This 
action manifests the appreciation of your worth 
and does yon an honor of which any citizen mav 
well bejproud. (Signed)

The local break up of the ice in the Missouri 


river at this point, that is to say fpr a :nile or 
two each side of the Northern Pacific bridge;, 
occurred yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock,i ind thfe 
TBIEUJIE regrets to say wrecked one of the eight 
steamboats lying at the Bismarck levee. The 
water was not unusually high at the time the ice 
moved, but the swift current caught large cakes 
of ice in its eddies and whirled them about from 
bank to bank with crushing and resistless force1 


One of the larger pieces of ice -was swung 
around by an eddy near the curve in the riveri 
and as quick as a flash and without a moment's 
warding struck the side of thefsteamer J. W. 
Behan, just aft of the boilers fnd forced the 
boat against the bank. The force |of the ice was 
so great that it crushed the boat almost as easily 
as though it had been an eg? shell. It ground 
against the side of the Behan until it had made^ 
a hole in her side fully seventy-five feet long| 
and from three to four feet wide. The huU) 
immediately filled with water and the owners 
began at once to remove all portable material to! 
ide high banks near the levee. Had the worst 
of the break up occurred, the boat and her new 
and valuable machinery might be saved in its 
damaged condition, but in view of the twenty 
foot tiee and the vast expanse of • ice that are 
known to be coming down river from above 
with irresistible force, it is believed that no 
part of the damaged boat can now possibly be 
saved. The immense volume of ice and water re- 
leased by the breaking of the gorge at Bnf ord was 
reported by telegraph as having broken the ice at 
Washburn at 11 o'clock a. m. At 5 o'clock p. 
m. a five foot rise was reported at that point, 
and the water was continuing to rise at the rate 
of from eight to twelve inches per hour. This 
will be still farther reinforced by the twenty 
foot rise and broken gorge at Buford, all of 
which may be expected to reach Bifemarck be- 
fore noon to-day.SIhis being the situation, there 
is little or no hope of saving the wrecked Behan, 
and some fears are also entertained f jr the safe 
ty of the remaining boats in the fleet. These 
are the Rosebud, Josephine, Eclipse, Gen. Buck- 
er, Helens, Black Hills, and Benton, which are 
located at intervals of one hundred feet abbve 
the Behan, and all within a distance of a quarter 
of a mile from the Northern Pacific bridge. 
The remaining seven boats being uninjured, and 
the river clear for a considerable distance above, 
and to Sibley Inland below, will with care prob 
ably be able to withstand the flood that is coming, 
which will probably cause no less than a fifteen 
foot rise. 


The Behan, together with the Gen. Terry, is 


owned in equal shares by Cap?. Woolfolk'of 
this city, Fred T. Evan*,, of Sioux City, and,H. 
/B. LyoL; of Mandan, and the two boats were to 
run dnriog the coming season between Pierre 
Chamberlain and Bismarck. Toe General Terry 
was purchased this season for $7,000, and is 
safely anchored at Sioux City. The Behan was 
purchased last April for $6,500, since which 
^time new machinery has been piajed on the boat 
and other repairs made, making the total cost 
about $10,000. The loss will be cqnal to that 
[amount, on which there is an insurance of 
$3,000 divided equally between tke Carroll and 
Powell marine insurance agencies of St. Louis 
Tha loss falls more directly upon Bismarck than 
would have been the case had any of this other 
boats been wrecked, as the Behan belonged to 
the Bismarck Navigation company and would 
have teen busily engaged in the interest of Bis- 
marck shippers in another two weeks. It is 
understood that the company have an opportu- 
nity to purchase outright or charter a boat for 
the season to replace the Bshan. It is UnfortB 
pate that the loss should occur at the verv or,Pn 
ing of the boating season.

ST. PATH,, March 25. -General Land Commis- 


sioner Lamborn, of the Northern Pacific road, 
who ha* jast returned from Washington, inter- 
viewed by the associated press correspondent, 
said: 


"The present hostility in congress looking 


towards a possib e forfeiture of the lands 
granted to railroads in the northwest is seriously 
retarding emigration to and settlement of the 
new lands in the northwest. The hostility is 
more apparent than real and is confined chiefly 
to the house, a few members of which think 
there is a chance for1 making political capital by 
an onslaught on what they call the gigantic 
monopoly 
I do notj believe that any action will 


be taken which will forfeit the lands secured by 
the construction of any railroad, bnt the agita- 
tion of the question of forfeiture at this time, 
and the extreme views expressed by some, have 
certainly frightened many settlers from coming 
to the niirtnweat 
We shall undoubtedly get a 


large number of settlers this season, as we are 
spending large sums in advertising and sending 
ont maps and circulars to induce the settlement 
of .our lands.

Water Works Contract. 


While not definitely decided it may be stated 


that Messrs. Mellon & McEenzi^ Saturday prac- 
tically closed a contract with Mr. H. IS. Keeler, 
representirg the National Tube works, for the 
necessary mains for the Bismarck water works. 
The National Tnbe works company furnished 
the pipe for the, Huron and Chamberlain, D. T., 
water works, and have contracts throughout Da- 
kota, Colorado, Washington1 Territory and in 
nearly every important western city. The clos- 
ing of this contract ia an assnranca to the people 
of Bismarck that the water works will surely be 
completed by the first of July, for the perform- 
ance of which the contractors are under $25,000 
bonds. Messrs. McKenzie and Mellon are also 
in active correspondence with the pump manu- 
facturers recently visited and a contract for a 
pump may be closed any d&y. It is necessary of 
course to secure the pump that will force the 
greatest amount of water with the consumption 
of the least amount of fuel, and to determine 
this requires a careful investigation^ Mr. Keeler 
leaves for the east today but! will return shortly. 
The mains will be shipped from McKeesport, Pa., 
and a through all rail rate of 65 cents per hun- 
dred pounds has been secured. 


Republican Convention. 


The territorial republican convention has 


been called by the territorial central committee, 
and will be h~ld at Huron Wednesday, April 28, 
1884, at 2 o'clock p. m. Two delegates and two 
alternates to represent ihe territory in the na- 
tional convention to be held at Chicago June 
3d, are to be selected.

It is recommended that all county 
conventions belield at the courthouse Wednes- 
day, April 16tjh, and the primaries to select dele- 
gates to the county convention on the Saturday 
preceding. Bnrleigh connty will be entitled to 
three delegates to the territorial convention. 
The call in full, and the representation to which 
§ach organized and unorganized connty is en- 
titled, will be published to-*norrow.

The 
plkn is to rua a lin- of stages from Bismarck to 
points on both the Chicago & Northwestern and 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul roads. The 
rohte would pass through Emmons, Logan, Mc- 
Infosh and Brown counties, where intermediate 
stations would be established and where settlers 
could stop off and examine the adjacent farming 
larjde.
